Demand for most descriptions of provisions 


| in this centre during the past week has been 


on steady consumptive lines, and, with the 
exception of lard, which is offered at com- 


| paratively low levels for both American and 


English refined values are well maintained. 
The Danish official quotation has been wired

kroner, and in 1930 215 kroner. On spot the 
market rules firm for all descriptions. Con- 
tinental makes have advanced in sympathy 
with the Danish official quotation, and 
Colonial descriptions are also dearer. Irish 
creameries continue in comparatively smail 
supply so far as Manchester is concerned, 
and taken all round prices remain steady. 
Reports from Denmark state that, while the 
production of butter in that count hea 
seasonally been increasing of late, it has all 
along heen. smaller than Jast year, end it 
has probably now reached its maximum for 
the season, Qualities are excellent, and at 
the very low prices ruling the demand has 
generally increased for immediate consump- 
tion, as also for storing. Confidence in the 
trade appears to be restored, and with the 
marked expansion in the consumption of 
butter at the phenomenally low prices at 
which it can be obtained from the retailer, 
u much improved trade in the commodity is 
lacked for henceforward, with prices gradu- 
ally hardening. 

POSITION OF BACON UNCERTAIN. 

The market for bacon also rules firm, 
but with killings of bacon pigs on the 
Continent again on a arge scale, 
coupled with the warm weather now prevail- 
ing, it is rather diffic ult, to forecast future 
movements. No change is recorded in Irish 
this week, and at the weekly meeting of the 
local Bacon Committee, while no official 
alteration was made in Danish, Swedish was 
advanced 2s. to 3s. and Polish 6s., while 
Dutch was unchanged to 2s, per owt. ' dearer, 
Killings of bacon jigs on the Continent 
during the- past week totalled 219,622, as 
compared with 212,456 in the previous week. 
Those in Denmark totalled 180,293 (increase 
10,288), Sweden 6,021 (decrease 1,029), Hol- 
land 19.370 (increase 4,307), caren 9,415 

decrease 2,463), Lithuanian 4,523 (decrease 

5,937). All descriptions of eggs have ruled 
steady during the past week, and there was 
a rather sharp advance in English newlaid 
of about 10d. per great hundred at the close. 

LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day last, with the exception of dairy cows, 
ferr substantial increases were not in the 
number of live stock penned, including Irish 
fat rattle. Vat cattle were generally in good 
demand, and values ruled firm. Bh ruled 
steady, but lambs were again plentiful and 
easier to buy. At the Manchester Pj 
Market. business generally was slow, with 
spot supplies quite adequate for the demand.

CREDIT AND TRADE. 


Unfortunately, it is impossible to hold out 
a hope that the factors operating against 
virtually all railway companies, oversea 
banks, rubber, oil and base metal ee 
companies will soon disappear. They wil 
remain in force as long as there is world 
trade depression, with low commodity prices, 
foreign exchange difficulties, and various 
other obstacles to the freedom of business. 
Because of this, the proposal for an Inter- 
national Economic Conference to consider 
measures for the stabilisation of commodity 
prices has been generally welcomed. Bot 
America and Great Britain have lately taken. 
steps to enlarge the credit structure, but 
obviously it is useless to increase the supply 
of money unless a good use can be found 
for it. If it is found possible by international 
action to raise the general price level, a re- 
covery in trade will follow—at least, that 
appears to be the impression of most econo- 
mists and business men. 


IMPORTANCE OF COMMODITY 
PRICES. — 


As has been repeatedly pointed out here, 
a substatial rise in prices would make a very 
big difference to the primary producing 
countries, including America, Canada, Aus. 
tralia and South America. Better values for 
wheat and \ool, for example, would. mean 
the disappéarance of any uncertainty that 
may be still felt regarding the ability of 
Australia to meet its external debt obliga- 
tions. It would raise the value of South 
American currencies, thus providing a two-fold 
benefit, for an appreciation in Argentine 
pesos and Brazilian milreis would not only 
enhance the prosperity of the agricultural 
community, but would lessen the cost of re 
mittances for debt payments. Further, the 
increase in the commercial movement of such 
countries would soon provide them with suffi- 
cient exchange, thus leading to a diminution | 
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Lombard street is threatened with a state 
of affairs similar to that experienced in the 
‘nineties as a result of the blow to confidence 
caused by the Baring crisis of 1800 and the 
Australian bank smashes of 1893. Business 
enterprise and speculative initiative were 
alike dormant for a long period, during which 
the Bank rate remained at 2 per cent. for 
two and a half years.

AN INEVITABLE SEQUEL. 


A prolongation of easy credit conditions 
will lead to a further appreciation of the first 
rank of investment securities, and a condition 
may be experienced in which investors will be 
content with 34 or 3 per cent. from the safest 
stocks. If so, 4 per cent. Funding, at frac- 
tionally below 101, 4 per cent. Consols at 99, 
and 54 per cent, Conversion at 88}, are not 
dear. he credit of the Government is on a 
4 per cent, basis, and may improve till 
further, so that better terms than seemed 
likely a comparatively short time ago will be 
secured when the great scheme for the con- 
version of 5 per cent. War Loan is taken in 
hand. A successful operation of that sort 
would not only save the country a very con- 
siderable sum in interest charges, but would 
almost certainly be the signal for a fresh ap- 
preciation in Government stocks, assuming no 
unfavourable development of the monetary 
situation. 


INVESTMENT PROBLEMS. 


The prospect of an accentuation of the 
present condition of affairs raises some. pro- 
blems for investors. The case of 5 per cent, 
War Loan holders is certainly difficult. 
Should they sell and make sure of a more 
permanent stock, even though by doing so 
they sacrifice a certain amount of interest, in 
case the Government should give notice of re- 
payment at 100 in three or six months’ time? 
Or should they run the risk of that develop- 
ment and hold their stock with a view to the 
refusal of whatever conversion may be made 
to them’? Such investors realise only too 
well that the difficulty of making a suitable 
exchange has greatly increased in the last few 
months. What it amounts to is that those 
who decide to get out of War Fives must be 
content with 4 per cent. in future if they 
desire an equally safe security. There is also 
the problem of investors with money in hand. 


DIMINISHING RETURNS. 


During the last six or twelve months, so 
much has been placed in building societies 
that the latter are compelled to refuse further 
applications for oy ee shares except from 
existing members, his is not surprising, 
for the terms were very attractive, having re- 
gard to the steady decline in the yields on 
gilt-edged securities. Many people probably 
consider that British Government stocks are 
now too dear.

WAR DEBTS MORATORIUM. 

In an article on the problems to be solved 
at Lausanne, ‘‘ Barclays. Bank Review”’ 
emphasises the fact that “no scheme, how- 
ever ingenious or theoretically perfect, will 
vestore trade unless and until confidence is 
re-established."’ The three principal causes 
of the world's troubles are low prices, trade 
barriers, and the cessation of foreign lending, 
and the basic consideration in these is the 
restoration of confidence. A settlement of the 
reparations question, it is urged, would do 
much to stem the present wave of pessimism, 
and might easily prove to be the starting 
int for a widespread restoration of con- 
dence. Great Britain, it is pointed out, has 
consistently urged the policy of cancellation 
of both reparations aaa War debts, but as 
this plan is still unacceptable to the United 
States, some modification of this policy is 
necessary. It is, however, ciear that resump- 
tion of payments is impracticable, and the 
case to-day for an extension of the Hoover 
moratorium is much stronger than when it 
was first instituted, as the world situation 
in the meantime has certainly deteriorated. 
It is, therefore, indisputable that the exten- 
sion must be for a considerable number of 
years if confidence is to be restored and trade 
and industry are to be given an opportunity 
to recover. A mere postponement for a few 
months would be worse than useless.

ANGLO-SOUTH AMERICAN BANK. 

British banking prestige in South America 
will be strengthened bv the reseue of the 
Anglo-South American Bank from what was 
evidently a very tight corner through the 
agency of a up of banks, headed by the 
Bank of England (says The Sunday Times), 
These will hold the capital of the new com- 
pany and will direct its policy until the 
bank’s liability under the guarantee has been 
discharged. It is for a formidable amount, 
and we fear it will be a long time béfore the 
“ A’ shares possess any intrinsic value. But 
for the assistance rendered it is clear that 
shareholders would have been faced with a 
call. Even now it is not certain that this 
step can be avoided, though it is ho that 
the accéssion of strength which the néw 
arrangements will bring to the bank will 
render a call unnecessary. With its present 
strong ig and cautious managemént, the 
bank should be able to ride out the storm, 
and when oben pring returns to South 
America we hope its shareholders will re- 
ceive the reward of patience. 


IMPERIAL CHEMICALS. 

The Industrial share market has been in an 
extremely unéertain mood, and quotations 
continue in many cases to be reactionary, 
although here and there some recovery from 
the lowest points touched has -been seen. 
Among Industrial shares which have suffered 
particularly from the depressed conditions of 
markets are those of Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries, Ltd, (says 7'he Observer). This 
company, with its £77,000,000 of issued 
capital, is peculiarly susceptible to market 
conditions, owing to the exceptionally free 
market which exists in its shares. At the 
same time, it might be suggested that this 
susceptibility does not apply only to de- 
pressed conditions, and that, given a better 
tone in markets, the upward movement would 
be as sudden and substantial as has been the 
downward. So far as the position of the 
company is concerned, we understand that it 
is even better than was outlined by the chair- 
man at the last annual meeting. Trade in 
the first five months of the current year was 
better than last year, and in several of the 
commodities in which the company deals sales 
have been larger than in 1929. The financial 
position remains exceptionally strong. The 
dividend on the 7 on cent. Preference shares 
now standing at 19s. was covered by last 
year’s profits more than twice over. The 
Ordinary shares have been selling as low as 
10s. 9d.. but have recovered to 12s. 3d. For 
last year they received a dividend of 45 per 
cent. 


REDUCTION OF PETROL PRICES. 

The Financial News New York Correspon- 
dent writes:—As an indication of what this 
fall in consumption may lead to, there has 
already (in the second part of May) been a 
marked tendency to reduce gasoline (petrol) 
prices after their enthusiastic advance during 
the spring. If petrol output and stocks con- 
tinue excessive, further ‘cuts can hardly be 
avoided. Since petrol sales are far the most 
important source of the oil industry’s profits, 
a serious cut in petrol prices would almost 
inevitably lead to a reduction of the whole 
oil price structure. That would be a “debit” 
which would more than wipe out all the minor 
“credits” recently established. 


GERMAN RAILWAY LOSSES. 

The German Railway Co. reports that the 
excess of expenditure over receipts increased 
by £3,900,000 in April. Receipts in the first 
four months of this year have been £16,850,000 
less than in the corresponding period of last 
vear. Freight receipts alone dropped by 
£12,005, 000. |

GREEK SLAVERY 
i | 
CLASSICAL SOCIETY PAPER. 


“Slavery in Sth Century Athena’”’ was the 
subject oi the Auditor’s paper read before 
the College Classical Society, T.C.D., last 
Friday evening. The president, Dr. Goligher, 
Was in the chair. : 


The Auditor, T. D. W. Whitfield (Sch., 
Mod.), B.A., reviewed the origius, extent, 
and social and legal conditions of slavery in 
Athens. Slaves were for the ‘most pait 
barbarians taken in war; other sources were 
kidnapping, piracy, and the sale of children 
by their parents; breeding was not found 
profitable. Besides the privately-owned 
slaves, domestic and industnal, there ~cre 
public slaves who acted as police, scribes, and 
in various menial capacities. There appeared 
to have been two forms of slavery; the 
domestic or apprentice slave working at a 
trade was treated kindly. and enjoyed the 
hope of eventual liberty; the slaves who 
worked like animals in mines or quarries were 
mere chattels. They were not without legal 
rights, however; their masters could not kill 


them, and a harsh servitude could be ex 
changed by enforced sale. The Greeks. 
despite some misgivings never brought them- 
selves to condemn the slave system; Aristotle 
defended it as based on natural laws. What- 


the functions of machinery in medern days 

The final abolition of slavery, the Presi- 
dent suggested, came about becaure it could 
not be morally endured that one man should 
have power over another to treat him, if he 
wished, with cruelty.

an aid to the teacher. While it may be 
uoubted whether the film can at present be 
used in general educational work it would 
seem obvious that it could at once be used 
in the teaching of the technical processes 
of industry and agriculture. .

CORK, Sunday. 
ANOTHER sweepstake draw has come 
and gone, leaving behind it the 
usual number of disappointed thousands. 
As far as Cork is concerned, how- 
ever, Fate has been more than 
normally unkind. It is certainly re- 
markable that not a single horse was 
drawn in Cork city, in spite of the fact 
that a record sum of over £160,000 was 
collected through the Cork offices. Three 
horses were drawn locally at the Grand 
National sweepstake, and six for. the 
November Handicap, as well as several. 
other prizes. in Cork county. On this occa- 
sion one horse was drawn in Bandon, and 
that was all. 
Waterford and Limerick drew one horse 
each, and managed to secure a fair num- 
her of cash prizes. On the whole, how- 
ever, it was a disappointing “ draw "’ for 
Munster. The inhabitants of William 
street, Limerick (which has done well in 
several ‘‘ sweeps’’) are about the only 
ones who can congratulate themselves on 
living in a really lucky district. 


THE SHAKESPEARE PICTURE. 


The portrait which was recently dis- 
covered in Cork may, as is claimed, be 
an authentic painting of Shakespeare, or 
it may not. Until the experts have given 
their views it will be impossible to form 
any judgment on its worth, but the whole 
matter is, naturally, of the greatest 
interest. 
Mr. Willoughby, who now possesses 1t, 
claims that it was pus in 1602 by 
Richard Burbage, Shakespeare’s friend 
and fellow-actor, and bases his view on 
the. existence of certain minute letters and 
figures which he has found on the picture. 
This statement is by no means so far- 
fetched as it might appear at first sight. 
It is, indeed, a well-established fact that 
many painters of that era “ signed ”’ their 
portraits in this curious and very un- 
obtrusive manner. 

How the portrait came to be in Ireland 
is another matter, but Sir Walter Raleigh 
might, possibly, supply the connectin 

link. Raleigh, it is known, was a frien 

of the poet, and there is even a story 
(probably untrue) of Shakespeare’s visit- 
ing him at Youghal on one occasion. It 
is not impossible that Raleigh might have 
had a portrait of him. The picture shows 
a man in early middle age, with a high 
forehead and the usual small Elizabethan 
heard. There is little to distinguish it 
from the picture of any other gentleman 
of that period, except that the shape of 
the head does seem to be similar to that 
shown in other paintings of Shakespeare. 


IRISH-MADE FILMS. 


An interesting suggestion was made last 
week at the Congress of Irish Technical 
Education at Waterford. A delegate urged

the setting-up of a native film industry, 
with a view to producing pictures of an 
educational nature. It was pointed out 
that in many European countries, notab];

Films dealing with agriculture and other 
subjects could be made under experts and 
distributed to local centres.

and heavy type ; people who have seen the 
best examples of the German and Russian 
efforts in this line agree that the subject 
can be made as enthralling as the wildest 
romance of Hollywood. 


THE WEATHER AND THE POTATO 
CROP. 


May closed its melancholy career in a 
very fitting manner ; for it rained steadily 
up to the last day of the month. The 
arrival of summer weather on June Ist 
was as punctual as it was unexpected, and, 
although the hot spell lasted only for a 
day or two, it gave a hope of better times 
to come. Nobody would grumble at a 
change, even although hot weather in Cork 
is rather too like a Turkish bath to be 
comfortable. 

In case the farmers should take it too 
much for granted, the Cork County Council 
has issued a warning as to the need for 
potato-spraying. Their reminder is a ver) 
timely one ; for neglect of this precaution, 
coupled with a period of bad weather, com 
pletely ruined the crop in many districts 
last summer, and it is to be hoped that 
there will be no recurrence of the blight 
this year. The countryman’s diet is not so 
restricted as it was a hundred years ago, 
but a lack of potatoes is still a very serious 
matter for many of our rural districts. 


FURZE FROM BANDON. 


The yellow furze is so common a sight to 
us here that it is hard to realise that there 
are places where it is regarded as 
curiosity. The United States, it appears 
is one of these places; for an American 
journal has recently thought it worth while 
to comment on an isolated growth of furz 
there. After describing the plant, 
oe warns its readers not to pick th 

lossoms,.‘‘ as its many thorns protec: 
securely from man and beast.”’ 

A local interest is supplied by the fac 
that Bandon is the name of the town thus 
favoured by the furze.

Farmers’ Claims for Co.

ENNISCORTHY, Saturday. 

HE establishment of a sugar beet factory 

hu in County Wexford, in the event oí 

the scheme for the four additional 

factories in the country materialising, was 

urged at a representative conference of 
farmers held here to-day. 

Mr. John Sinnott, Cilonroche, who acted 
as secretary to the meeting, said that it was 
understood that the factory in Carlow held 
some sort of a guarantee that another sugar 
faory would not be established within a 
certain radius of Carlow. The establishment 
of a factory in Wexford would not do any 
harm to the Carlow factory. ~* 


A QUESTION OF SUBSIDY. — 

. Denis Allen, T.D., who presided; said 

the report in the newspapers, that four 
n@@ beet factories are to be established, was 
not exactly true. The Government hed 
under consideration the establishment of 
more beet factories, but they had not come 
to any decision in the matter yet, and it is 
only a possibility whether more beet fac- 
tories would be established or not. There 
was no doubt that any other beet factories 
that were established would not be started 
on the same financial basis as the Carlow 
factory. The meeting should decide whether 
it was a good thing for County Wexford to 
have 4 beet factory or not, and secondly, 
what subsidy would be needed for it. Much 
would de on what price the farmers 
could Sn ce the beet for, and what would 
be the cost of making the sugar. 

Mr. William Thorpe, Knockroe House, said 
that if the people of Ireland were prepared 
to pay the cost of production of sugar there 
would be no need for a subsidy. 

Mr. M. J. Jordan said that if beet fac- 
tories were to be* established, an outstanding 
case could be made for Wexford. 

Mr. Michael Doyle, Chairman of the Wex- 
ford County Council, said beet-growing 
would never be a paying proposition without 
a subsidy. If they had a factory in Wex- 
ford they would save the 6s. a ton that the 
freight to Carlow cost at present, and their 

eipts would be improved by about £4 an 
acre thereby. The project of a factory for 
County Wexford would have his whole- 
hearted support. 


BEET MUST BE CHEAPER. 

Captain D. L. Condon said that the 
Government would want to know what was 
the lowest price the farmer would grow beet 
for, and what the new factory could manu- 
facture sugar for. The present factory was 
etting a subsidy of 2d. per lb. to compete 
vith foreign sugar. If the consumer was 
willing to pay 2d. more for his sugar they 
would be able to have a factory without a 
subsidy. He thought there was not much 
prospect of the establishment of a new factory 
if beet could not be grown cheaper than at 
present 

[he Chairman agrees and said that on 
the present basis of manufacturing suger im 
e Carlow factory it would cost about 
£35,000,000 to provide subsidy to manufacture 
ail the sugar needed in this country.

An uproar followed this remark and Mr. 
Kirkwood was pulled from the improvised 
platform by*a number of men. After a 
struggle he regained his stand and was 
assisted on to it by Mr. McGovern. 

Uproar continued and the crowd sang the 
‘‘ Internationale.” Mr. Kirkwood made a 
bold attempt to address the gathering, but 
was howled down once again. 

Above the uproar he was heard to shout: 
“TH yon Glasgow Communists ruled Britain 
1 wold join the Tory Party.” 

This brought forth another outburst of jeer- 
‘ng and booing from the crowd and Mr. 
Kirkwood was compelled to sit down, and did 
so apparently exhausted by his efforts to make 
himself heard,

These 
explanations, however, have failed. to 
reassure the mass of the Church of 
Scotland’s membership, The principles of 
freedom for which she has stood since the 
Reformation have been won at a heavy 
cost, and her people are profoundly 
jealous of them, Union, the dissentients 
argue, might swamp the Church’s 
cherished traditions and institutions, and 
would serve no Christian purpose that 
the harmonious working of the existing 
systems could not achieve. There is a 
strong and growing demand that, if the 
conference is not abandoned, the word 
‘“ unrestricted ” shall be dropped from the 
Assembly’s resolution.

Here, perhaps, we may find 
fresh proof that the best workers for 
reunion among the Churches are not those 
who try to force the pace. The task 
demands infinite patience and an un- 
wavering recognition of the pitfalls that 
lurk in the unmaking of history, 


Faster Trains. 


| 
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To-day the Great Northern Railway 
Company institutes a very useful reform. 
Its express trains are so ‘‘ speeded up ”' 
as to shorten tho journey between Dublin 
and Belfast by periods ranging from 
fifteen minutes to half an hour. The 
early mail train from Dublin, for example, 
will do.the journey in 2 hours, 25 minutes, 
instead of its former time of 2 hours, 55 
minutes... We commend this innovation 
unreservedly. The railways’ chief weapon 
in their unequal war against omnibus 
traffic is; speed; and the fact that they 
have contrived to carry on the war for so 
long’ is almost entirely due to their 
superior speed. Whereas the ‘omnibus 
requires some four hours t5 cover the 
distance. from Dublin to Belfast, the 
traveller by train now can accomplish it 
in an hour and*a half less. ' At least as 
striking is the saving of time on the 
Dublin to Cork route. Doubtless, the 
Great Northern’s new move will recall 
some of its declining passenger traffic, and 
the facilities which it is offering to pas- 
sengers, in the way of improved meal and 
refreshment services, will assist in their 
recall. Yet, however gallantly the rail- 
ways respond to the challenge of the roads, 
the heavy’ odds against them must prevail 
in the end unless the competition is. set on 
a fair basis. The railways attract their 
customers by speed and comfort; the 
omnibuses have only the one attraction of 
cheapness—but that is a vital attraction. 
If the comparative expense of railway 
travel were due to any fault of the com- 
panies, we could find nothing but con- 
gratulations for the conquering omnibuses. 
The fault, however, lies in State-imposed 
restrictions upon the railways, which do 
not. affect the road companies ; and, until 
they are removed, there can be no economy 
in Irish transport. 


Radium in Canada. 


A report issued by the Canadian De- 
partment of Mines last week arouses high 
hopes that the Empire soon will be able 
to provide its own supplies of radium. 
When the radium-bearing ores were fonnd 
at Great Bear Lake, a remote region in 
the North-West Provinces, the discovery 
was considered to be sufficiently important 
for a special investigation. Two samples 
were taken from the pitch-blende in dif- 
ferent veins in the area, and both have 
yielded results beyond the expectations of 
the analysts. Further investigation will 
show whether the yield from the new 
radium fields is likely to be large enough 
to justify the expense which work in so 
remote a spot must entail. In the mean- 
time, however, the Canadian Government 
realises that the first effect of the 
discovery may be a rush of independent 
miners to the Great Bear Lake, Ili 
a host of inexperienced men set out for 
the district, which at this time of the 
year is still in the grip of winter, their 
Aufferings will re-enact the horrors of the 
gold-miners’ camps in the last century. 
Already a number of prospectors has set 
out by river, and even by air. It is clear 
also that the compani2s which work the 
radium-fields of Africa already have be- 
vome ‘interested in the Canadian discovery. 
The matter has been debated in the 
Senate, and the leader of the Government 
has hinted that, if further inquiries con- 
firm the present hopes that Canada is in 
possession of a treasure of inestimable 
value, a Radium Commission will be set 
up to control its development.

ASSOCIATION OF THE 
ROYAL COLLEGE. - 


The first annual dinner of the Association, 
Royal College of "Surgeons in Ireland, took 
lace on Saturday at the ay St. 
tephen's Green, Dublin, “ Sir illiam 
Taylor, K.B.E., C.B., President of the Asso. 
ciation, was in the chair, and there was an 
attendance of about two mis nega bháin 

Judge Davitt, in proposin e st o 
the College, sreibhe ch Fí that the College had 
com its one hundred and fiftieth year, 
and that, from being a very lusty infant, it 
had become a. very justy gentleman. i 

With the question of the health for the 
surgeons, said the Judge. arose that of wealth 
and prosperity, and there arose rather a 
delicate point. “ While 1 have every wish 
that surgeons should prosper,’’ he continued, 
‘I must confess that I agree with Bernard 
Shaw that it would be a much better thing 
if in the remuneration of doctors and surgeons 
wealth should vary directly in proportion to 
the health of the population, and not 
inversely. (Laughter.) The same thing applies 
to lawyers. They should be paid, not accord- 
ing to the amount of litigation that takes 
place, but according to the cep to which 
they prevent le from going to law.” 

Mr. BD. €. nt esata Stoney, President of 
the College, who replied, said that the 
finances of the College must be considered 
satisfactory when they thought that they had 
a Minister for Finance searching round to see 
where he could lay his taxes. The President 
could only liken him to a young surgeon who 
was, perhaps, too zealolis in performing 
operations. . 

‘‘He has taken alittle off the top by in- 
creasing the rate of sur-tax,” he remarked, 
‘‘and a little off the bottom by altering the 
level for: income tax. One can only ape 
that when he is finished he will not make 
use of that most cynical remark: ' The 
operation was entirely successful, but the 
patient has died.’ ” 

Mr. K. C. Bailey, who apologised for the 
absence of the Provost of Trinity College, 
proposed. the health of the Association. 

Sir William Taylor, in reply, recalled that 
the Association was founded about, eighteen 
months ago, and expressed the hope that it 
would be able to do something to promote 
th: interests of the College, which, in many 
cases, gave them their entry into the pro- 
fession. The College, he remarked, was 
established in 1784 by a charter which was 
originally applied for from the Rotunda 
Hospital. 

lt was founded with two main objects— 
namely, to promote the study and improve 
the standard of surgery and medicine in 
Ireland, and to provide a sufficient number of 
qualified surgeons for His Majesty's Navy 
and Army. He did not think that anybody 
who knew anything of the College would 
deny that it had well fulfilled those two 
functions They had only to think that for 
many years they had supplied from that 
College a very considerable: proportion of 
the surgeons of the Navy and Army, and 
that mime of the heads of those sérvices were 
from that College than any other College in 
the British Isles.

The French 
elections have done nothing to change the 
country's attitude towards Germany, and 
events in Germany can do nothing but 
confirm the French policy of distrustful 
hostility. 

One country, at least, sees the danger 
whith threatens Europe and the world. 
Great Britain has discharged her obliga- 
tions in the past, and she will discharge 
them in the future so far as in her lies. 
Her statesmen, however, are prepared to 
face facts, and the invitation to the 
United States and the European Powers 
to confer upon economic matters is an 
admission that the failure of the 
Lausanne Conference is at least a 
grave possibility. A frank and free discus- 
discussion, whether formal or 
informal, on every other financial topic 
which concerns the world, Such freedom 
of discussion, unfortunately, is barred by 
the conditions which the United States 
has put forward. War debts, repara- 
tions and tarifis must be ruled out of 
order in any assembly in which she 
Apparently Europe is 
to pass from . conference to  confer- 
hampered by . conditions which 
put a permanent solution of her diffi- 
culties out of the question. Great Britain 
has done her best, but her designs cannot 
prevail against the stupidity and the 
suspicion which are the distinguishing 
marks of the world’s politics to-day, The 
Disarmament Conference at Geneva will 
come to an end in a few days, although, 


doubtless, with a promise of another 
meeting next year. Much has been said, 


but little has been accomplished. Must 
the Lausanne Conference conclude in the 
same atmosphere of vagueness? If the 
future of Europe is to hang upon yet 
another conference from which half the 
material issues are barred, then that 
future is black, indeed. - |

To-day the Great Northern Railway 
Company institutes a very useful reform. 
Its express trains are so ‘‘ speeded up ”’ 
as to shorten the journey between Dublin 
and Belfast by periods ranging from 
fifteen minutes to half an hour. The 
early mail train from Dublin, for example, 
will do the journey in 2 hours, 25 minutes, 
instead of its former time of 2 hours, 55 
minutes... We commend this innovation 
unreservedly. The railways’ chief weapon 
in their unequal war against omnibus 
traffic is; speed; and the fact that they 
have contrived to carry on the war for so 
long is almost entirely due to their 
superior speed. Whereas the omnibus 
requires some four hours t> cover the 
distance from Dublin to Belfast, the 
traveller by train now can accomplish it 
in an hour and-a half less. ' At least as 
striking is the saving of time on the 
Dublin to Cork route. Doubtless, the 
Great Northern’s new move will recall 
some of its declining passenger traffic, and 
the facilities which it is offering to pas- 


i sengers, in the way of improved meal and 


refreshment services, will assist in their 
recall. Yet, however gallantly the rail- 
ways respond to the challenge of the roads, 
the heavy: odds against them must prevail 
in the end unless the competition is. set on 
a fair basis. The railways attract their 
customers by speed and comfort; the 
omnibuses have only the one attraction of 
cheapness—but that is a vital attraction. 
If the comparative expense of railway 
travel were due to any fault of the com- 
panies, we could find nothing but con- 
gratulations for the conquering omnibuses. 
The fault, however, lies in State-imposed 
restrictions upon the railways, which do 
not. affect the road companies ; and, until 
they are removed, there can be no economy 
in Irish transport. 


Radium in Canada. 


A réport issued by the Canadian De- 
partment. of Mines last week arouses high 
hopes that the Empire soon will be able 
to provide its own supplies of radium. 
When the radium-bearing ores were fonnd 
at Great Bear Lake, a remote region in 
the North-West Provinces, the discovery 
was considered to be sufficiently important 
for a special investigation. Two samples 
were taken from the pitch-blende in dif- 
ferent veins in the area, and both have 
yielded results beyond the expectations of 
the analysts. Further investigation will 
show whether the yield from the new 
radium fields is likely to be large enough 
to justify the expense which work in so 
remote a spot must entail. In the mean- 
time, however, the Canadian Government 
realires that the first effect of the 
discovery may be a rush of independent 
miners to the Great Bear Lake. Ili 
a host of inexperienced men set out for 
the district. which at this time of the 
year is still in the grip of winter, their 
sufferings will re-enact the horrors of the 
gold-miners’ camps in the last century. 
Already a number of prospectors has set 
out by river, and even by air. It is clear

Judge Davitt, in proposin oas

With the question of the health for the 
surgeons, said the.Judge. arose that of wealth 
and prosperity, and. there arose rather a

if in the remuneration of doctors and surgeons 
wealth should vary directly in proportion to 
the health of the pulation, and not 
inversely.

The President 
could only liken him to a young surgeon who 
was, perhaps, too zealous in performing 
operations, |

that when he is finished he will not make 
use of that most cynical remark: ' The 
operation “was entirely successful, but the 
patient has died.’ ” 

Mr. K. C. Bailey, who apologised for the 
absence of the Provost of Trinity College, 
proposed. the health of the Association. 

Sir William Taylor, in reply, recalled that 
the Association was founded about. eighteen 
months ago, and expressed the hope that it 
would be able to do something to promote 
the interests of the College, which, in many 
cases, gave them their entry into the pro- 
fession. The College. he remarked, was 
established in 1784 by a charter which was 
originally applied for from the Rotunda 
Hospital. 

lt was founded with two main objects— 
namely, to promote the study and improve 
the standard of surgery and medicine in 
Ireland, and to provide a sufficient number of 
qualified surgeons for His Majesty's Navy 
and Army. e did not think that anybody 
who knew anything of the College would 
deny that it had well fulfilled those two 
functions They had only to think that for 
many years they had supplied from that 
College a very considerable proportion of 
the surgeons of the Navy and Army, and 
that tiime of the heads of those sérvices were 
from that College than any other College in 
the British Isles.

LIVERPOOL, Satur 
POLITICAL happenings in the 

State are damaging Irish trade pros- 
‘ts, and antagonising the good-will of 
the English © man-in-the-street. Already 
there are signs of a big decline in the 
cattle trade, while the demand generally 
for Irish goods is diminishing. The re- 
duction of cargoes consigned to Irelend is 
responsible for an increase in the number 
of unemployed Irish dockers in «Liv I. 
On this account, as well as on meá. 
Irishmen in England are foremost in 'de- 
novncing the Free State Government's 
policy of antagonism to Great Britain 
are at least two principal reasons 
for the present increase in unemployment, 
as it affects Liverpool port. One is that 
the recent Customs legislation in the Irish 
Free State is already affecting trade be- 
tween: the Mersey and Liffey ports, with 
the conséquent reduction in employment 
at the Liverpool Docks. The other is that 
Irish labour, as well as Irish goods and 
produce, are not now in demand by people 
whose Irish market is hampered by 
tariffs, and whose sense of proportion in 
matters of trade is irritated by what they 
regard as pin-pricking 9 and pro- 

vocative enactments in the Free State. 
The flow of traffic between Liverpool 
and Dublin has been responsible for many 
years for employing large numbers of Irish 
people; bat at present, with increased 
Customs difficulties, and vague regulations 
concerning what is dutiable§ and 
what is not, many Liverpool _ ex- 
porters are cutting down their 
Trish business to a minimum. Those of 
them with offices in Dublin are carrying 
on in the main, but I was told. to-day of 
one firm that specialises in small cubes of 
wrapped sugar for restaurant consump- 
tion. A. small consignment held up at 
Dublin docks was, I am informed, subject 
to new duties, and, under the package tax 

each lump of sugar was liable to th 


, or very many times the value of the 
consignment itself. 

In face of such conditions it is natural, 
perhaps, that an atmosphere of prejudice 
towards Irish Free State productions 
should spread throughout Britain. It 
would be absolutely wrong, however, to 
say that at present there is anything in 
the nature of a boycott of irish goods. 


BUYING EMPIRE GOODS. 


Almost. every housewife throughout 
Great Britain is pledged to buy Empire 
goods, and as she regards the Free State 
as leaving, or about to leave, that bond of 
nations, it is obvious that Irish» produce 
must in future enjoy less sale. How far 
this movement has progressed I myself 
witnessed to-day in one of Liverpool’s 
biggest marketing areas. Here were 
butchers’ shops, many ot them with Irish 
names above the doors. Yet not in one 
did I see a reference to Irish produce. 
Display cards there were in plenty, but 
the legends they bore were: “ Eat prime 
English beef, Empire beef, New Zealand 
lamb, Scotch mutton, Welsh mutton and 
Canadian.” : : 

“ We have no prejudice against Irish 
meat.” said one shop keeper. . “ Irish 
meat has-a reputation that always sells, 
but we must stock what the customers 
want, and, although we still stock it, and, 

: always will, the demand lately 


The smaller provision. merchants. gener- 
ally had the same tale to tell—a falling-off 
in the demand for Trish eggs, butter and 
bacon. The big stores, however, such as 
Cooper's and the multiple shops with a 
chain of branches throughout the city, still 
had notices displaying Irish goods. 


AN INDEX. 


The true index to trade figures, however, 
is likely to be “found in the return of 
animals landed at the Birkenhead lairage, 
on the other side of the Mersey. Birken- 
head lairage is divided into two sections. 
The Wallasey and the Woodfield areas can 
accommodate some 8,000 odd cattle every 
twelve hours. as well as many thousands of 
other animals. During the month of

WHAT MAY HAPPEN,

however, the Free State leaves the Empire. 
it is virtuably certain that Free State cattle 
arriving at Birkenhead will be regarded 
as coming from “ a foreign port,” and as 
such must be slaughtered immediately on 
landing, as is now the case with foreign 
cattle. 3 

Meanwhile, however, a group of British 
meat importers, together with producers in 
Canada, New Zealand and Australia, has 
formulated a scheme for the regulation of. 
meat imports. into Great Britain. . This 
scheme, which is designed to aid all 
participating Empire countries, is, |] 
understand, being recommended to tlie 
British Government for consideration as an 
item of policy to be discussed at the 
Imperial Conference at Ottawa. Briefly, 
the plan gives preferénce to Empire pro- 
ducts on the following scale: A tariff of 
a a pound on all imports, save lamb, on 
which the tariff on foreign imports. would 
be 2d. a pound. Where a preferential 
trade agreement is reached with a foreign 
country the tariff on meat imports from 
that, country would be reduced to 3d. a

HE week that has just ended bids 
fair to prove one of the most decisive 
for the future of Germany, and the re- 
appearance of the Crown Prince in the 
limelight of ander may be a turning 
point for the Constitution of the country. 

No fresh developments are to be ex- 
pected ‘during the next few days, as the 
Cabinet will. be busy making arrange- 
ments for carrying out its programme, 4 
programme which the Catholic newspaper 
Germania characterises as being sur- 
prising, in so far as its reactionary aims 
are so openly proclaimed, The newspaper 
goes on to advocate the strongest opposi- 
tion to the new policy. - 

On the other hand, the Deutsche 
Aligemeine Zeitung, the organ of the 
heavy industrialists, emphasises that 
nothing could be added to the ‘clear 
programme, which by its honesty and lack 
of illusions speaks for itself.’’ ; 


THE PROGRAMME. 


“Te obtain for the Fatherland, in 
peaceful co-operation with other nations, 
full eguality, political freedom and the 
possibility for economic recovery,” is the 
main plank in the programme. 

“Only a Germany that enjoys equal 
rights is free, and, economically healthy, 
will be able to contribute towards the 
recovery of the world. Naturally, all 
efforts for the well-being of all nations 
ean be successful only if it is possible at 
the same time to remove economic sources 
of disturbance as regards money, the flow 
of capital and the exchange of goods, 
which at present are causing unrest in 
the world. The Government of the Reich 
is.ready to co-operate in all efforts which 
are serving this aim,” adds the Govern- 
ment’s declaration. 

‘The German people is in the midst of 
& spiritual and material crisis without 
parallel. The sacrifices demanded from 
the nation can be borne only if all the 
national forces are united. | Chancellor 
Bruening was the first to have the courage 
to demand a clear balance-sheet on the 
real conditions into which, in the first 
place, the Treaty of Versailles and. the 
effects of the world economic crisis, also 
the mismanagement of parliamentary 
democracy, have brought Germany. This 
balance-sheet reveals that the financial 
foundations of the Reich, and of Prussia 
and of the majority of other. Federal! 
States and the cities are shaken, 


NO PROMISES, 


“Social insurance is on the verge of 
bankruptcy, ever-growing unemployment 
devouring the very marrow of the nation. 

“In order to pilot the nation through 
the coming, week, the Government admits 
it is obliged to deeree part of the 
emergency measures. which were planned 
by the late Government. The Cabinet 
declines at the present juncture to make 
any promises. It will act. Let it be 
judged by its deeds, 

‘The foundation and pre-condition for 
any successful foreign representation: of 
our national interests, concerning which 
there is no difference of opinion among 
Germans, is inner political clarity. By a 
dissolution of the Reichstag the nation 
must decide unequivocally with what 
forces it desires to tread the path in the 
future. Independent of parties, the 
Government will lead the fight “for 
spiritual and economic recovery of the 
nation and for the regeneration of. the 
Fatheland. 

‘* Disintegration through atheistic and 
Marxist thinking has penetrated already 
too far into all the cultural realms of 
public life; and a clear decision is essen- 
tial as to what forces are willing to build 
up the new Germany on the basis of the 
rer aaa principles of the Christian 
faith.” 


HITLER'S ARMY. 


Meanwhile,. the new Government has 
issued a categorical denial of the report 
that President Hindenburg will resign on 
his eighty-fifth birthday in favour of the 
ex-Crown Prince (the ‘ Little Willie ” of 
War days). 

The reappearance of Hitler's “ storm 
troops ' can now be confidently expected ; 
for their return is one of the conditions 
upon which Hitler has annourced that he 
will. ** tolerate ’’ the new Cabinet. It is 
probable that some modifications in the 
official form of their organisation may be 
carried out in order to avoid the appear- 
ance of a too precipitate rescinding of the 
decree dissolving them. :

CORK, Sunday. 
HROUGHOUT the past week it has 
been persistently rumoured that an 
attempt was being made by & smal! 
steamer, sailing from a continental port, 
to land arms on the South coast of Ireland. 
I have repeatedly made inquiries from 
local Civic Guard authorities regarding 
this matter, and on every óccasion they 
have emphatically denied any knowledge 
of such an woe being made; neither 
were they aware of any previous successful 

attempt at gun-running on this coast. — 

The following are the actual facts which 
have led up to the sensational story of 
attempted gun-running on the Southern 
Irish coast. 

On Thursday evening; May 26th, no 
little excitement was occasioned by the 
hoisting of the Blue Peter at the mast of 
the British destroyer Sturdy, then lying at 
her customary moorings in mid-stream off 
the Royal Cork Yacht Club, This flag, 
when hoisted, denotes that the ship flying 
it is due to leave port within one hour, 
and its unexpected Roisting on the Sturdy 
was followed by the sudden recall of all 
members of the vessel’s crew then on shore 
leave. 

Many men had journeyed to Cork for 
the evening’s recreation, and places of 
amusement in that city were communicated 
with by telephone to the men to return 
immediately to rejoin their ship. . Their 
arrival at Queenstown by bus at 
nine o'clock that night was witnessed 
with interest by a large number 
of townspeople, among whom were 
naval pensioners, who advanced the theory 
that it was simply a test on the part of the 
British authorities to ascertain how 
quickly the vessel could be made ready for 
sea in case of emergency. 

Later it was learned that the action was 
the result of a wireless message picked up 
by the ship from the British Admiralty, 
and that the vessel had been requested to 
stand by in s@adiness to proceed tosea at a 
moment's notice, but on the following 
morning the Sturdy was still at her 
customary moorings, and it was generally 
assumed that the Admiralty had sent the 
message as a test of cfficiency in getting 
the vessel ready for sea. This was 
apparently borne out by a statement 
appearing in the Press next day to the 
effect that similar activity had taken 
place. at Plymouth, where two destroyers 
-——-Broke and Scotsman—had actually put 
to sea, and a subsequent statement issued 
by the Admiralty to the effect that they 
had done so as part of an official seagoing 
test. 

When the Sturdy actually did put te 
sea at about 1.50 on Saturday. afternoon 
(May 28th) no unusual reason was con- 
nected with her departure, it being gener- 
ally assumed that she was following her 
usual procedure and going to spend a 
week at Berehaven, the second southern 
Irish port ocvupied by British troops and 


warships, 
WARSHIP ACTIVITY. 


During the past week some excitement 
was created by vessels arriving at Cork 
Harbour . reporting unusual . warship 
activity off this coast, and rumour quickly 
arose, apparently without foundation, that 
an attempt was being made to land arms 
near this port, but the local Civic Guard 
authorities. denied having any knowledge 
of such an attempt being made. Yester. 
day [made exhaustive inqitiries regarding 
a number of steamers, including a liner. 
newspapers concerning the holding up of 
a number of steamers, including a liner, 
as they approachéd this harbour, and also 
of the supposed flares from a mysterious 
steamer being seen at the mouth of Cark 
Harbour, and, with one exception, I have 
found them to be without foundation. 

One or two vessels were actually ap- 
proached and hailed by a British warship 
as they neared this port, but beyond this 
no further unusual incident took place. 
It was learned that on Tuesday evening 
last the pilot cutter Luth na Mara, on 
station at the harbour’s mouth, saw lights 
off the harbour, and put out to sea. It is 
believed that these lights were caused by 
one warship signalling by searchlight to a 
companion vessel. 


NO LINERS STOPPED. 


Next day the cutter also approached a 
cargo steamer, to whom she gave her 
orders, upon receipt of which the steamer 
again put to sea, a manceuvre which is 
believed to have given rise to the state. 
ment of a steamer's mysterious movements 
off this coast. “ Upon inquiring at the 
offices of each of the five trans-Atlantic 
lines, whose steamers are the only ones 
calling at this port, I was informed ly al! 
that no information had been received at 
any time of the hold-up of any of their 
vessels, 

On the other hand, pastengers on euch 
of the eastbound liners calling here during 
the past week have informed me that they 
have sighted one or more warships as they 
approached this coast, those on one par- 
ticular. vessel stating they sighted no less 
than six British warships during their 
journey down the west coast of Ireland. 


PATROLLING SHIPS. 


It is generally believed that in all some 
twelve British warships have been engaged 
in the patrol of these shores during the 
last week, and that all these vessels have 
now returned to their base ; but the object 
of their activity cannot be definitely ascer- 
tained. Six of these vessels are stated to 
have been the Emerald, Broke and Scots. 
man, from Plymouth; Tenedos and 
Sturdy, from Queenstown, and the fishery 
protection sloop Dart. 

I understand that the Sturdy is now .' 
anchor in Berehaven, but have no know- 
ledge of the whereabouts of the Tenedos, 
She has probably returned to Plymouth, 
to which port this. boat proceeded about 
three weeks ago. It will recalled that 
both these vessels are shortly to be 
relieved at Queenstown by two vessels— 
the Amazon and Ambuscade—of newer 
and larger design. 

It is understood that at no time has any 
official information been received here of
